A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary, 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the inten/iew.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: A review of the state of the art and the motivations behind the 
current invention was given by Dmitri Brodkin. It was suggested that due to a separation of the manufacturing of the 
implant/abutment and the actual prosthesis, that it may not be obvious to match color of the abutment and the 
prosthesis, unlike matching of color between a prosthesis and a natural tooth color. With respect to claim 1, the 
examiner indicated that the ceramic prosethesis was not positively recited, and therefore the matching of color to said 
prosthesis was given not patentable weight. Any consideration of allowability will be contingent upon a further search 
and determinatin of the obviousness of matching the color between an abutment and the prosthesis.. 
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
